An interesting list, but I hope people don't take it too 
literally. 


For example, the only small-signal bipolar transistors I 
stock are 2N3904 (baseband/HF), 2N3906 (switching) and 
2N5179 (RF/oscillators). Everything else is on an as- 
needed basis. 


The last transistors I explicitly ordered for a project 
were MRF8372 and CLY-5 for a 1 watt 1296 MHz amplifier. 
Not exactly stock-up-on-them items. :-) 


The only mixer I stock is SBL-1. Others are on an as-needed 
basis. 


Dual-gate MOSFETs have no modern use, so I don't bother 
buying them. The last project I built that used one was 
a VHF preamp (weather satellites at 137 MHz) that used 
a BF981.

I'm thinking about replacing my G5RV with a 80 meter vertical full wave loop 
fed with ladder line. Inspired by Cebik's series in QST, I downloaded a 
demo version of a modeling program, NEC4WIN95 from www.orionmicro.com. It's 
only about 2.4 MByte. The demo version is good for 30 days. 


This program is quite fun, and it is not nearly as difficult to use as I had 
imagined. The only problem is that it makes some non-obvious predictions 
for small changes in geometry of the loop. There is a link on the Orion 
Micro web page to a Cebik article that describes the limitations of the 
program, which is worth reading. 


I'm still playing, but so far I am very impressed. By the way, check out 
the predictions for the 40 M delta full-wave vertical loop. It looks very 
good. It is suddenly clear to me why my 40 M horizontal loop up 24 feet 
didn't work very well.

I've seen a few responses already, so I'm mostly throwing in my ‘me too’. 
Often, the filter has constant (the same) input and output impedance. In 
those cases, it would be like you say: the power level wouldn't make any 


difference. 


But since the final transistor needs to see a certain load to produce the 


desired output, the filter is often designed to do the lowpass job AND 
transform the antenna impedance to the required value. This ‘required 
value' is a function of power and Vcc. (One thing the other posters 
haven't stated yet is that relationship. I'll take a stab at it here and 
wait for the angry mob to correct me if I get it wrong.): 


R = 2Po/Vcc*2, or in words: Resistance equals twice the desired output 
power divided by the DC supply voltage squared. 


Often, a 50 in, 50 out filter is used for a 5 watt QRP rig and a bifilar 
4:1 transformer is used to provide the matching. This ratio puts the 
resistance more of less in the neighborhood (12.5 ohms) for a nominal 5 
watt, nominal 12 volt transmitter.

In reviewing the NB6M Miniboots (RF pwr amp) specs, I note that Wayne 
includes two value tables for the output filter: one for the 10 watt 
version, and another for the 5 watt max version - and they are 
significantly different. 


Question: Can someone explain to me in layman's language (no formulas with 
a "j" in them, pse) why the filter is different depending on power output. 
I thought the purpose of an FL1 was to set a freq cutoff for the output, in 
which case I wouldn't see the need for a difference between 5 and 10 watts. 
What happens if I, for arguments sake, build for the 10 watt level and 
then reduce power to 5 watts? I suspect that my accountant brain is 
missing something, but what???

This Tuesday evening (U.S. Time) I will the fox! The hunt goes from 
0200z to 0400z, which is 6-8pm Pacific, 7-9 mountain, 8-10 central, and 9-11 
eastern time. During this time period, I will be trying to work as many of 
you guys in the log as I can. The hunt will start with the call of "CQ FOX 
de NW7DX." I will be listening UP, from about .5 - 1.5 khz away from my 
freq. During the second hour, if there is no pileup, feel free to call me on 
my own frequency. 

There has been some talk on the reflector about procedures for calling 
the fox...

Right about on schedule, we're only a day or so now from shipping the PSK31 
Audio Beacon Kits to all those registered for the Atlanticon QRP Forum, as 
well as to all others who have ordered the kit. 


Recall that this is the kit that QRPers attending Atlanticon will build up 
for judging and operation that Saturday night during the QRP weekend. What 
a blast this is going to be ... over 100 little circuit boards with speakers 
warblin' away while N2CX and NN1G try to log as many as possible using 
DigiPan on a couple of laptops! Prizes will be awarded to the top scorers.

A couple of sharp eyes in this crowd noticed that there was a wiring 
discrepancy between the photos and the schematic. Sure enough, I made a 
wiring error on the R-2R DAC for the prototype board, but curiously it 
worked well enough anyway for proper reception by DigiPan. Updated photos 
are now on the page with the corrected wiring. 


You'll also probably notice now the results of a recent software improvement 

. a small jumper header is located in the top right corner of the board to 
allow the user to dynamically select one of 3 base carrier frequencies for 
their beacons (500 Hz, 1 KHz, or 2 KHz), plus 16 smaller frequency 
variations around those base carrier frequencies. This will allow the user 
to change the jumpers to move the Beacon's frequency around to be "more in 
the clear" during the Atlanticon contest, as well as later on in "on the 
air" usage. 


(The battery, speaker and jumper header shown in the photos are not supplied 
in the kit ... it's up to the builder to chose his/her own solution, thus 
getting the "winning edge" for their particular kit assembly.) 


More documentation (parts layout, theory of op, software description) will 
come to the website next, just as soon as we get the kit bags sealed and 
into the mail this week. 


Don't forget ... the Atlanticon QRP Forum being held this month on March 30 
& 31 in Timonium, MD. We're not yet sold out from the pre-registrants, but 
it's getting close. Full details on the fun, presentations and QRP

Re: Value of Hammarlund MFD-15-X variable capacitor 


In most cases, the center digits of Hammarlund capacitor numbers are the 
nominal value in picofarads. The first letters indicate the model or style 
and the X stands for "wide" spacing. You should have a capacitor whose 
nominal range is about 2.0pF to 15.0pF. 


This numbering scheme applies only to their standard, catalog capacitors. 
Many are marked with a customers inventory part number or a mil spec 
identifier and yield no clue to value.

What I'm going to try is to make a board. The plan is to fire up 
AutoCad and draw a series of lines .0256" apart. I'll print it real 
size.

If I'm careful and use a straight edge, I'll get some lands 
to solder the chip to. The whole thing can be glued to the the PC board 
I'm building my DDS on.

I had my 
best luck on or near 7.040, where other QRPers appear to be much more 
tolerant of a weak signal. I made several QSOs and was really happy to work 
Steve, NOTU, in CO QRP/QRP. After, I heard Bob W9JOP/4/QRPp chatting away 
and tried unsuccessfully several times to call him between his QSOs. 
Finally, he came back to my CQ and we had a really pleasant QSO -- turns out 
he lives only several miles away from my home QTH. I almost fell off of my 
chair into the pool when I heard his power level -- easy 559 copy on my end. 
I wish I could claim that the easy copy was due to excellent antenna 
engineering and operating skills at my end, but it appears more likely 
attributable to a good antenna on the TX end and the graces of the 
propagation gods. Amazing! 


Alas, this was the end of my DX portable adventure, as the next day we flew 
home to chilly VA.

My exact frequency will be 10.125 Mhz. But I don't think I want to try to 
explain the digipan setup details. If a new PSK user gets Digipan running 
and inputs his receiver output LSB tuned to 10.125 I will most likely be the 
only PSK signal in the passband. I might, for new PSK ops, say that the 
PSK signal looks like railroad tracks on your digipan computer water fall 
display and the signal sounds look a low slow warble. My 500 milliwatt 
signal may be, but probably will not be, too low to see or hear. but if you 
can see the tracks you should be able to print the message. With digipan you 
simply click on the signal track and the waterfall pointer will center on 
the track and you should see the text printed on the screen.

Hi Patrick: 


Years ago I installed an IC-735 Icom xcvr on "Passages", KA3WJW's 42-ft. 
ketch. However, instead of very expensive backstay insulators we installed a 
wire that ran through a series of standoff insulators up the mizzenmast (all 
wooden spars). At the top, we used a couple of electrician's "bugs" to link 
the vertical wire to the so-called triadic wire linking the main mast and 
the mizzen. The antenna comprised an inverted-L. 


The trick with any short end-fed is to work it against an effective ground. 
On Passages we installed a jumbo deck-mounted steatite feedthrough insulator 
and placed an Icom AH-2 automatic antenna tuner immediately below the deck. 
We then ran strips of copper, that were about four or five inches across, 
from the tuner to the nearby water tank. I also strapped the water tank to 
the ship's keel, and strapped the engine block and fuel tanks into the 
affair as well. 


It worked extremely well! 

Similarly, on our little Tanzer 7.5 "Sea-Q'" sloop AAIMI and I occasionally 
operate QRP using either an Argonaut 515 or an Index Labs rig. For an 
antenna we haul a random wire up the main mast. One end is attached to the 
bow pulpit and the top slides through an insulator as a halyard raises it 
(with a spare halyard "retriever" line attached, just in case). The antenna 
then drops down to the fiberglas deck and enters the pilothouse where the 
rig is located near the companionway hatch. The whole affair resembles an 
upside down V, and is end-fed as well. 


For a counterpoise, we connect a wire to the ship's keel, which is about 
2,000 pounds of cast iron in direct contact with the sea water. We tune it 
with an appropriate LC network (have used all different types). This affair 
also works really well also. 


I have also used a similar setup on a charter sloop in the Caribbean. On 
that boat I tapped into the ship's wiring as a "ground." It worked very well 
there too, running an Argo 509 on all bands 80 through 10 meters. 


The trick is using a good ground. On your insulated backstay, you may want 
to mount your antenna tuner at the bottom of the stay, perhaps just below 


the aft deck, and also establish a solid grounding point at that location as 
well. The wide copper strips formed very low inductance paths on Passages, 
and worked nicely even on ten meters.

I have measured the inductance and tuning range of several of the Mouser 
42IF series IF transformers that I'm currently using in a 30M rig and 

a general coverage shortwave receiver. These are some numbers that I 
jotted down from the "work bench:" 


421F123 10.7MHz transformer is about 4.5uH with 47pF parallel cap, which 
measures out about 51pF on an impedance meter, which includes the stray 
Capacitance. The inductance range due to the adjustment screw is 

about 4.0uH to 5.1uH, or a fair amount of range. This equates to a 
frequency range of about 9.8MHz to 11.1MHz with no additional external 


Capacitance added. Note this 10.7MHz IF "can" covers 10.1MHz "as is!" 


421F124 has NO internal capacitor and about the same inductance, about 
4.1uH-5.3uH and thus about the same as the 421F123 except slightly 
different impedance/turns ratio (and of course requires an external 
capacitor to determine the center frequency). I use this part ina 
12MHz IF system and as the driving transformer in a single-balanced 
receive mixer using NPN's as the mixer "diodes." 


To use these puppies on 40-30-20M ham bands: 
Note: CE= added external capacitor required to nearest standard value. 
(4.4uH) means the resulting resonant inductance. 


wnnee eee IF123 ------------- ~---------- IF124 ------------ 
7.QMHzZ CE= 56pF (4.8uH) XL=213 ohms CE= 120pF (4.3uH) XL=190 ohms 
10.1MHz CE= 5.6pF (4.4uH) XL=282 ohms CE= 56pF (4.4uH) XL=282 ohms 


14.0MHZ  /////L/SLISTILSSITTITT TTS TTT TT CE= 27pF (4.8uH) XL=422 ohms

In short, these are not bad transformers to use in homebrew QRP rigs 
for the pre-mixer filters, IF transformers or transmit mixer post- 
filtering, keeping impedances of the primary and secondary in mind for 
proper coupling between stages and maintaining a good loaded Q. 


It may be of interest to note that the Mouser "micro-miniature" IF 

cans (42IF222 and 421F223) have about the same characteristics and a 
much better Q, although a bit more costly and more difficult to use 
ugly style. The 30M transceiver and shortwave receiver I'm currently 
working on are both built Manhattan Style, and mounting the IF123, etc. 
isn't bad, but the micro-miniatures would be a real challenge. Keep in 
mind, these transformers only have a few windings in the primary and 
secondary, and a little too much solder heat and the wire will desolder 
internally for an open circuit/useless transformer. Been there, done 
that :-( So keep your soldering time on the pins within reason.
